Friday Evening, Oct. 18, 1872. 

The Society met at the time appoint- 
ed, 

the President. Thomas M Holt, in 
the chair. 

The Secretary read the proceedings 
of tbe previous meeting, which after 
being amended, were approved. 

Capt Thigpea asked consent to cor- 
rect an erroneous impression produced 
by his remarks, at the last mecting, 
with regard to the parsemony and 
seeming indifference of certain mer- 
chants and property holdersin Raleigh, 
in their contributions to the State Fair, 
and wanted it distinctly understood 
that his speech did not apply to any 
particular person. 

Mr Q Busbee in reply to an enquiry 
concerning original essays on agricul 
ture in North Carolina, said he had 
some papers on agriculture, that there 
were some on file in the State Library, 
and that there were persons in various 
parts of the State who had original es- 
says on the subject of Agriculture, da 
ting back to 1819, who would, if appli- 
ed to, place them at the disposal of the 
society for publication. 

On motion of Hon D M Barringer: 

Resolved, That the Executive Com- 
mittee cause the Sec’y to make outa 
correct list of the members of this So- 
ciety (Life and Annual) and to have 
bound all pamphlets and copies of the 
proceedings of the Society that may be 
found. Adopted. 

Hon D M,Barringer wished to know 
if the Secretary had prepared a correct 
list of the, members, life and annual. 

The Secretary was sorry to say he 
had not, that his list was very incom- 
picte-—because those who, from time to 
time had sold tickets to annual mem- 
bers had not furnished him with the 
names, and thatit was his impression 
that it was the duty of the Correspond- 
ing Secretary to keep the list, that the 
late W W Whitaker had done so, 

Mr Litchford said the Federal army 
had destroyed the papers and list of 
members in Mr Whitaker’s hands. 

The Secretary was requested to ask 
through the press who had been mem- 
bers, and that they report their names 
to him. 

On motion of W C Kerr, 

Resolved, That the Secretary furnish 
the proceedings of the Society to the 
lieconstructed Farmer, also the essays of 
Dr Hunter on clover and grasses, for 
publication. 

T F Lee, Esq., suggested that in view 
ot the additionai labor imposed on the 
Secretary, that his salary be increased 
to $200. 

The Seeretary expressed his appreci- 
ation of Mr Lee’s remarks in his behalf, 
and the proposal he made, but advised 
that in the present depleted state of 
the Treasury, that no change be made 
until the treasury was replenished. 
‘Tiere being no special business or 
committee to report, and it being the 
last meeting of the present session, by 
general consent the Society resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole to 
hear any remarks from the members, 
calculated to infuse new life and renew- 
ed activity in promoting its welfare. 
Mr. Len Adams expressed a wish to 
know the amount of cash received du- 
ring the present Fair, amount requisite 
to pay all due for’premiums awarded, 
general expenses incident to the Fair 
and its former indebtedness. The 
President informed him that, for want 
of proper data and by reason of bills 
not rendered, it was mpossible to 
furnish the information at this meeting. 
Alex. Creech, of Raleigh, made a very 
practicable speech, in which he evinced 
a most lively and becoming interest 
in the future prosperity of the 
Society, and closed by saying, that his 
time and money, to the extent of his 
ability, was at the disposal of the Soci- 
ety in accomplishing any plan, looking 
to a better location near Raleigh for the 
Fair, and erecting buildings of a char, 
acter which would reflect credit upon 
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ticular, and asan earnest of his sinceri- 
ty, he would be one of one hundred to 
pay into the Treasury $50,000, or one of 
lity to give $25,000. 

The Superintendent, J. J. Litchford, 

said in reply to an allusion made by 

Capt. Thigpen, to the Society’s indebt- 

edness to the bank, and secured by the 

signatures of the officers of the Society 

and the Executive Committee, that the 

receipts of the several Fairs had uni- 

formily paid the expenses thereof, but 

that the debt had heen incurred soon 

afterthe war, in putting the grounds 
and buildings, stalls and fence in good 
repair. 

Mr. Len Adams said that while Ral- 
eigh should do her whole duty and 
contribute an amount for the use of the 
Fair, commensurate with the great ad- 
vantages she derives from it, he felt 
assured that all the fe, and very many 
of the annual members in other parts 
ofthe State, would respond heartily and 
cheerfally to any appeal which might 
be mede to promote the welfare and 
efficiency of the Society. 

Capt. Thigpen criticised the conduct | 
of the officers, and those who had man- 
aged the affairs of the Society with 
some warmth. He said they were lazy 
and ineflicient, by reason of which, the 
Society was expiring, and could 
not make a debit and credit state 
ment of its transactions, 

Col. J. M. Heck defended the Society 
and its officers, and eulogized the Treas- 
urer, W. H. Jones, as being one of the 
best, most faithful, and correct accoun- 
tantsin the State, and as beng ready to 
show how every cent that had been 
paid him as Treasurer had been dis- 
bursed, 

That with the means contributed, no 
body could do better, if so well, as the 
officers and Executive Committee of 
this Society, and he expressed the hope 
that Capt. Thigpen and other friends in 
Edgecombe would increase their contri- 
butions and send more of her worthy 
and intelligent farmers and mechanics

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duty, to supply their places from her 


own people. That this Society was ex- 
pected to promote mechanics, the fine 
arts, and the developments of all the great 
resources ot North Carolina; in build- 
ing up factcrics and furnaces near our 
mineral regions. That our fairs failed 
because so tew felt that interest which 
would induce a becoming sacrifice of 
time and money, and that he had heard 
our late President. K. P. Battle, 
who was a close observer, say “that but 
for some half dozen active, devoted men 
who interested themselves in securing 
contributions for competition at our 
Fairs, that the North Carolina and all 
other fairs would decline in zeal and 
efficiency.” 

Mr. J. J. Litchford said that those 
who sneeringly called ours a or 
State Fair, were ignorant of the fact, 
that after a careful analysis of the pre- 
miums awarded in all the several Fairs, 
in all the Southern States so far as he 
had noticed,and all the Northern States, 
that not one paid out so large an amount 
for premiums in cash as did the North 
Carolina State Fair; that while it was 
true, some of the Fairs in the Southern 
States offered $500 for the best bale of 
cotton, the money was raised and paid 
by merchants, as an advertisement and 
in the interest of their business; that 
in looking over 50 pages of a splendidly 
printed catalogue of a Northern State 
Fair, $2 was the highest prize offered ; 
that in nearly every instance a Bronze 
Medal was awarded. He said, further, 
that no one could say that they ever 
brought to our Treasurer a certificate for 
a premium, in cash, which was not 
promptly paid. That it was true there 
hai been some delay in the delivery of 
medals awarded, but that it was una- 
voidable, owing to the long time occu- 
pied in getting a suitable die, but that 
the mcadals were daily expected, and 
for all he knew, might be in the Express 
Office. 

L. Adams was gratitied to hear Mr. 
Litchford’s speech. He hoped in future 
greater liberality would distinguish the 
contributions made in the interest of the 
State Fair. That to secure this, the 
people at home and throughout the 
State must be informed of what had 
been done and what we were now 
attempting to do, that now our people 
were more able than heretofore, that 
the same farmers in Wake, who made 
from 8 to 10 bales of cotton before the 
war, now made from 50 to 100 bales, 
because of the great improvement in 
agricultural implements; and he again 
insisted on intorming the people of 
what we had done and were doing. 
Hon. D. M. Barringer said that other 
State societies distributed freeley the 
proceedings of their operations, and 
that there was wisdom in Mr. Adams’ 
suggestion. 

Mr. Battle appreciated all that had 
been said, and told the members that a 
want of money had denied the Society 
the publication of the valuable essays 
read at her annual meetings, and all the 
facts of interest to the masses, which 
were in possession of the society. Then 
the rule observed during bis adminis- 
tration was to pay premiums first, bor- 
row money ratherthan any should be 
disappointed, and hence the publication 
of much valuable matter had been pre- 
termitted. 

T. F. Lee counseled unamimity, and 
oneness of purpose. All must put their 
shoulders to the wheel, and work 
know no 
such word as fail, and success would 
follow that would gladden the hearts 
of all who loved the glorious Old North 
State, 


Major R. S. Tucker, of Raleigh, was 
very glad the remarks made by Captain 
Thigpen and others had elicited infor- 
mation which would place the 
merchants of Raleigh, and the property 
holders of Raleigh, where they are 
always found in case of emergency, viz: 
ever ready and willing to go foward 
with the utmust alacrity in any enter. 
prise calculated to promote the general 
good of its citizens; that the merchants 
were ready to co-operate I berally 
in making the Fair what it 


should be, the pride of the State, and 


all other district and county fairs sub- 
ordinate to its growth and usefulness. 
That he had for years given his health 
and strength as a working member of 
the Executive Committee to promote 
its welfare, and was still willing to con- 
tribute his fall share. He did not ap- 

rove of some things said and done. 
He had declined sending articles trom 
his store to the fair troma_ principle 
peculiar to his views of propriety. He 
did not want a prize for something 
made by others than himself. Nor did 
he approve of contributing to irrespon- 
sible parties, who might present a sub 
scription list to raise a citizens’ purse, 
or any other fund, through such chaa- 
nels. But be never refused to contrib- 
ute liberally, when properly approach- 
ed by the Executive Committee, or 
their authorized agent. 


Mr. Tucker reminded Sheriff Lee that 
Charlotte had help from South Caroli- 
na, in sending exhibitions in Mecham- 
cal and Agricultural improvements. 
That he had heard as one reason given 
why our mechanics refused to send spe- 
cimens ot their workmanship and inge- 
nuity to our State Fair was that they had 


been ignored in the selection of judges, 


and that men unacquainted with me- 
chanism were substituted. That there 
was a class ever ready to disparage 
Raleigh. 

Capt. Lee said that he did not belong 
to the latter class; that very many ot 
the citizens would testify to the fact 
that he had spent his time and money 
freely in developing all the resources 
vf Raleigh to the extent of his ability. 

Mr. Litchford said he felt constrained 
to correct the erroneous impressions 
made on Major Tucker's mind by me- 
cuanics. Extraordinary exertions had 
been made to select the most competent 
judges; thata correspondence had been 
kept up the Executive Committee with 
prominent men iv all par:s of the State, 
asking them to designate the most sui- 
table persons in their vicinity who 
would attend our Fairs and act as 
judges, and that as a general thing but 
few of those solicited ever attended, 
pleading either the want of means or 
time to spare from their vocations; 
hence, we had to select from those on 
the grounds, and a careſul examination 


| would show that the charge}was untrue 
and unjust, and that mechanics were 
ably and fully represented, and that 
persons were selected in all the depart- 
ments with reference to their fitness 
alone. 

Major Tucker said he knew of the 
difficulties, in securing suitable Judges 
trom four years experience on the Ex. 
ecutive Committee, but he had felt con- 
strained to advert to the unfitness of 
some ot the so-called Judges, by the 
declaration of certain mechanics in our 
city, who had told him the reason why 
they had not contributed specimens of 
their skill was (the praetice ot 
ignoring mechanics as a class from 
prominent positions, and that he de- 
sired them to be placed on the same 
footing with other departments, repre- 
sented at the Fair. He playfully allu- 
ded to the fact, that Father McNamara 
had given expression to his interest to 
the Fair by securing some of the 
choicest products of his little farm, and 
among other things,a gentleman Cash 
mere Goat, of unusual size and beauty, 
and whose value was enhanced because 
it was the gift of a friend, and that said 
Father McNamara had been greatly 
distressed this afternoon by having his 
pet goat returned to him from the Fai: 
a sheep; that $8 had been offered for the 
best Buck Goat, and the Committee had 
voted $3 for the best Buck Sheep. The 
allusion to the goat produced prolonged 
merriment and humorous speeches. 
Mr. J. F. Taylord entertained the So- 
ciety by giving a history of the differ 
ence between a gentleman Goat and 
7 Sheep, and said it would not 

improper to call either by the well - 
known cognomen of Buck, and he in- 
sisted on the proper pronunciation of 
goat. It was go-at and not sounded 

ote. 
, Father McNamara insisted that Buck 
Goat was correct, and that had the re- 
ward been offered for a male sheep, 
the reward would have read for best 
Ram. That he wastruly mortified to 
have his Goat returned as a Sheep, and 
insisted that he was not a sheep but a 
genuine Cashmere Goat, as seen by his 
form and the odor emitted trom him.— 
That he could smell him at a 
distance of one hundred feet; and 
such a smell no other animal had. He 
said the goat was the gift froma friend, 
that the little orphan boys whom he 
had in his industrial school (very poor 
children) wanted a little pocket money, 
and as $8 were offered for the best Buck, 
he encouraged them to take him along 
with the products of the farm (which 
he sent to show his deep interest in the 
Fair) the said goat. That the little 
fellows knew-$8 were offered for best 
Buck; that no other Buck being on ex- 
hibition, the disappointment was very 
great to them. They had, perhaps, esti- 
mated the relative share each would 
receive of the prize. 
Col. Heck said that the committee 
did not contemplate giving a reward 
tor a single He Goat, but for a pair of 
goats, and that the committee on goats 
asked advice, and as the goat referred 
to was unusually fine, a discretionary 
premium was awarded. That the mis- 
understanding arose from the difference 
of opinion as to what constituted a 
Buck. 
T. F. Lee said we had had consider- 
able merriment over the goat ; the night 
was advancing, and it was time to pro- 
ceed to business, time was precious and 
must be improved. 


Col. Heck,A. M. McPheeters and J. J. 
Litchford defended the Society us to 
charge of ignoring mechanics, or any 
other class, in the selection of officers 
and judges, and read from the list of 
names a large number of distinguished 
mechanics, whose valuable services had 
been given to the present and our pre 
vious fairs. 


Captain Thigpen acknowledged he 
had done but little, that he had been so 
severely that he would be 
very careful hereafter how he expressed 
himself about the State Fair and its 
management, and moved that the ofli- 
cers and executive committee be acquit- 
ted of all his charges. Unani.nously 
adopted amid considerable merriment 
and good feeling. 


Mr. Battle said he must repeat a state- 

ment made by him on Tuesday evening 

for the benefit of those who were absent 

on that oecasion. That the executive 

committee had been anxiously looking 

for more suitable grounds, with a view 

of erecting more suitable buildings 

thereon, but had failed to procure a 

new site by the refusal of those who 

had grounds that were suited to 

our wants,or other causes, and hence no 
appeal had been made to the citizens of 
Raleigh to improve the present grounds, 
and that therefore the citizens of Ral- 

eigh were not guilty of the charge of 
indifference tothe Fair. It was regard- 

ed as a waste of money to make any 
improvement on the present Fair 
Grounds, 

Capt, Lee said Camp Mangum, 2 or 3 
mites west of Raleigh, on the Chatham 
and North Carolina Railroads, was the 
most desirable place for the Fair 
grounds, That the difiiculty as to title 
was removed by a recent sale made by 
him as Sheriff ot Wake county, and that 
he had heard that Dr. Hawkins, Pre.i- 
dent of the R& GRR, has said that 
his Road would contribute $2,000 or 
$3,000 if the Fair was located at Camp 
Mangum. Capt. Lee said that the rea- 
son why citizens and mechanics had not 
sent specimens oi their workmanship 
to our Fair was because of the wear and 
tear in getting machinery to our pres- 
ent grounds, and their exposure. But 
if the railroad penetrated the Fair 
grounds, as it would do at Camp Man- 
gum, contributions for exhibition would 
go immediately from the cars into the 
Department assigned them, and very 
many would then be glad to send ma- 
chinery and other articles. 


The Secretary called on the members 
to respond to Mr. Cieach's proposition. 

Col. Heck said he would be one of 
either class Messrs. Adams, Tucker, 
Lee and others, thought it best to locate 
the grounds, estimate the cost thereof, 
and the improvements needed, and then 
call on the citizens, who would most 
heartily respond. President Holt felt 
most keenly the responsible position he 
bad assumed, but relied on the liberality 


of all interested, here and elsewhere, to 


stand by him, and cooperate in his 
plans. 

Prof. Kerr said Mr. Creech had struck 
the key note, begin at Raleigh for help, 
that ther: was danger ahead, his posi- 
tion enabled him to know the estimates 
of prominent men, and unless the cit: 
zens of Raleigh responded }iberally, the 
State Fair would become a rotating fur 
Get the money first and then you would 
know what sort of grounds and buil- 
dings to provide. 

On motion of Col. Heck, the thanks 
of the Society was iendered Gen. Cox 
for his admirable and _ instructive 
8 h, and that he be requested to fur 

nish a copy for publication to the “Re- 
cnostructed Farmer.” 

The usual resolution of thanks to the 
Ladies, the Marshals and Rail Roads 
tor their assistance in making the Fair 
a success was passed.

AMUSING INCIDENT OF THE Farr!! 


—OporiFErous Goat Srory !—Visi- 
tors to the Raleigh Fair must have no 
ticed a specimen ol the Goat tribe, 
occupying a stall near the southeast 
corner of the grounds. A finer repre- 
sentative of his stoc« could not be 
selected. He displayed branching horns 
that rolled over his shoulders not unlike 
the oak projecting over his native 
mountains. This proud buck Goat 
resides about a mile trom our Capitol, 
on the grounds known as “St. James’,” 
the home of Rev. Father McNamara. 
The Father has some little boys re- 
siding with him at his Industral School, 
where he teaches them various indus 
tries, whereby they can procure a live- 
lihood. Wishing to send his pupils to 
the Fair, the Father entrusted to their 
care his magnificent buck Goat, and 
had his Goatship regularly entered at 
the office of the Superintendent. For 
four days the buck attracted 
much attention. On one occa- 
sion he butted down his pen, and 
marched bravely through the crowd, 
stepping gravely to the sound of Rut. 
Stanley’s Brass Band. Consternation 
seized on boys and ladies, and it took 
two stalwart policemen to pound the 
buck afresh. Now dchold! the Fair is 
over. The joke arriveth. Father Me— 
Namara and his boys demand the eight 
dollar premium expected for the best 
buck Goat. “Well, Mr. Superin 
tendent,” said the clergyman, “ My 
boys would like that premium 
for their Goat.” “Goat!” exclaimed 
Mr. Litchford, “it is not a Goat.” “Pray, 
then, what is it ?” said the clergyman. 
“Why,” said Mr. L., “it is a sheep—you 
have been awarded a three dollar prize 
for a sheep.“ “Why, dear Mr. Liteh- 
ford,” said the Father, “we entered a 
Goat at this Fair, and not a sheep—I 
do uot own a sheep.” “Well,” said the 
Superintendent, “your Goat is a sheep, 
and we have awarded ita prize.” “We 
will not accept your prize for a sheep, 
Mr. Litchford,“ said the clergyman,
